It is true that-the 
state of Maine, in addition to its $DOO,- 
000 contribution, -was^ obliged to pay 
for a 300-foot span to Connect the main 
span with Badger's Island, and to con- 
struct a road across that island with a 
second briuge across 'Back River,' so- 
called. The state of New Hampshire, 
on the other hand, ^furnished its own 
approach and the cost thereof was not 
much less than that of Maine's extra 
work. The engineers who had charge 
of this construction kept a. careful 
watch of every detail and expenditure 
and deserve a great deal of credit for 
what they did. It is unusual to have a 
balance left on -an appropriation such 
as this. 


The Governor and Council author- 


ized the purchase of an entire block of 
land on the Kittery mainland, that will 
be laid out as a park and in which .tie 
memorial feature of the bridge may t>e 
located. 
This will give those who

Durham, Oct. 10—Ol the 313 fresh- 


men examined by the military depart- 
ment at the University of New Hamp- 
shire 65 were rejected or more than 20 
per cent. Had the examination been 
as strict as that Of the regular army a 
much larger number "would not have 
passed the tests. 


Dr. Eucat, army physician, who con- 


ducted the examination, said: "There 
Is more flatfoodedness here than 
in 


any group of men I have ever exam- 
ined." He estimated that over half of 
the students are flatfooded to some-de- 
gree. 


Many of the cases of disqualification 


of the men need never to have come in 
the list if they had taken care of them- 
selves. Many of the abnormal stu- 
dents may yet rectify their troubles if 
they iave their weak points cared for 
and built up.

The Nurse's Career 


The American Red Cross is conducting a movement to re- 


cruit student nurses. It is easy enough to realize how greatly 
the public needs more and better trained nurses, but that more 
than one sort of career is open to the graduate nurse is not so 
widely recognized. 


In institution work,'says the Red Cross, such positions are 


'open as superintendent of a hospital or school of nursing, as 
head nurse in hospital wards or operating rooms, as supervisor 
of dispensaries and clinics. In educational work there .is a call 
for nurse teachers in. schools of nursing and as instructors in 
various Red Cross courses. In the field of public health there 
is a growing need of visiting school and industrial nurses, and 
of child welfare and medical social service workers. In private 
nursing there is a practically unlimited range of service not 
only to the individual family but to the community of which 
that family is a part. The government offers trained nurses 


~ work in war or peace in the army, the navy, the federal public 


health service of the Red Cross. For those with an interest in 
missionary- work there are opportunities at home—in Labra- 
dor, Alaska, the mountain regions of the South and the Indian 
reservations or abroad in China, India, the Near East and many 
other regions.

As training for successful home life there are few profes- 


sions that offer a better foundation than that of nursing, which 
includes knowledge of first aid, of dietetics, of neatness and 
efficiency, of resourcefulness and self reliance. 


It is not to be wondered at that with such opportunities in 


the- future of the nurse, training schools are improving their 
courses and are more strict in their entrance requirements, _or 
that colleges and universities are finding a place for this train- 
ing in their curriculm.

avoid overheating. 


Cover the nearest wooden surfaces 


with asbestos, she'* iron or tin; If 
iron or tin is used, leave an air space 
behind it. Where ntovepipes or heat- 
ing pipes pass through walls, enclose 
the pipes In galvanized Iron, doubled- 
walled, ventilated thimbles 
at least 


twelve Inches wider than the diameter 
of the pipes. 


Protect-the floor beneath, the stove 


with sheet meta.1, and have It extend 
forward^ at least twelve inches direct- 
ly beneath the door to the ash pit. 


Surround the base- of ,tti& furna.ce 


with .brick, stone or concrete. 


Make sure that all pipes are free 


from rust, and 
that all joints and 


connections are sound and tight. 


Fix a guard about 'the pipe in the 


attic so that notKing may be stored 
against It. 


In Using 


Never pour kerosene into a coal or 


wood stove, even when the fire is out. 


Never put ashes into wooden boxes 


or barrels; have a strons metal can. 


Study the drafts and dampers. 
Do not let the stove or pipes become 


red hot. 


Keep stoves, 
furnaces, flues and 


chimneys clean.. 


Inspect the chimneys and flues to 


he sure that they are sound. 


Do not dry wood In an oven. 
Do not hang wet clothing -too near 


to a stove. 


Keep curtains and other cloth away 


from stoves and pipes.

Looking into one of the huge ro- 


tary kilns where the raw materials 
for cement are burned into clinker 
is just like looking at the noonday 
sun. 


The terrific heat required makes 


a glare of light so intense that the 
glowing flame would temporarily 
blind you. 


But borrow the workman's colored 


goggles to protect your eyes while 
you take another look into the kiln. 
Then you will see a tornado of 
powdered coal—or gas or spraying 
oil—bursting into a sheet of sun- 
white flame. 


Into the other end of the kiln flow 


the powdered limestone and shale 
[clay]—the raw materials for cement.

Portland cement kilns consume great 


quantities of fuel—30 pounds of coal or its 
equivalent for each 94-pound sack of cement. 
For the whole cement making process the 
consumption of coal is approximately 50 
pounds a sack—more than half a ton of coal 
to a ton of cement'

With 
this money they built a working- 
man's home, induced the local 
stores to lend them furniture to 
furnish it, demonstrated it to the 
interested inhabitants of the city 
and then sold it at a public auction 
at a profit. 


In his letter, Mr. Hoover states 


furjther: "The relation of the home 
to the entire welfare, and develop- 
ment of the community, that you 
emphasized in your civics class, ap- 
pears to have been worked out in 
the form of a tangible message to 
the. people of Port Huron. 


"It was our feeling that the ex- 


ample set in Port Huron will serve 
as a stimulus to other commun- 
ities. 
"I wish also to state my com- 


mendation of The Delineator, in its 
public spirited disposition of funds 
needed^ to maintain headquarters 
for the movement. This years 
campaign, just as last year's, had 
its inspiration through Mrs. Will- 
iam Brown Meloney, and I feel that 
the people of the United States are 
indebted to her on that account."
